When any part of the body is frozan 


it should be kept perfectly quiet till it is 
thawed out, which ghould be done as 
promptly as possible. As freezing takes 
place from the surface inwardly, so 
thawing out of portion of flesh, without 
at tho same time putting the blood from 
the heart into circulation through it, 
produces mortification ; but by keeping 
the more osternal parts still congealed 
iill the mternal heat and the external 
biBod gradually suffer the more interior 
parts, and produce circulation of the 
blood as fast as the thawing takee place 
mbst of these dangers are obviated. 
If 


the snow which is applied be colder 
than the frozen flesh it will still further 
abstract the heat and freeze it worre 
than before 
But if the snow is of the 


same temperature it will keep the flesh 
from thawingf fcjll the heat.from the rest 
of the body ahull have effected it, thus 
preventing gangrene. Water, in which 
snow or ice has been placed, go as to 
keep its temperature at 32° Fahrenheit 
is probably better than snow.
